Potts Silent as 
Final Vote Taken;

Avenue to the consulting engineer 
for a cost estimate. The petition 
was signed by 17_progerty-owner». 


Pott* Silent 


The estimated two doien specta- 


tor* present in the council cham- 
ber were silent when Commissioner 
C. Lyle Ballard ngned the motion 
for the one-way streets and the 
council passed it by a 4-0 vote. 


Commissioner Paul Potts, who 


had earlier indicated that he would 
present the plan to the council, 
did not vote either way on the 
measure. 


He explained that he wanted to 


remain "neutral" on the issue even 
though it was in his department 
He felt that he would have been 
criticized had he voted either way. 


Potts said the credit for the plan 


should go to Commissioners Bal- 
lard ana L. J. Welch and asked 
one of_ them to sign the motion 
thai would bring the plan to a vote.

AMBOY—(Special)— During the 


past few weeks, article* have ap- 
•peared relating to th« need, solu- 
tion and the cost of the.additional 
facilities required to give District 
272 children an adequate educa- 
tional opportunity. The Board of 


Education and the Citizens School 
Survey Commitee have worked to 
determine those needs, develop a 
solution and complete a program 
that would fulfill the requirements 
at the lowest possible cost.

data on this, labor needed for feed- 


ing s h e e p was 
cut in half by 
feeding chopped 
hay. It was re- 
ported there was 
no difference in^ 
the average 
weight of lambs 
self-fed chopped 
hay and t h o s e 
fed long hay. An- 
other advantage 


of chopped hay is that you can 
store it in less space. Chopped hay 
should not have a moisture con-- 
tent higher than 15 per cent. You 
should also be sure to store it 
where you plan to use it next win- 
ter because chopped hay is rather 
difficult to haul to the stock. 


Other topics that will be dis- 


cussed - at Sheep Production Day 
include results of 1954-55 experi- 
ments, including creep-feeds, self- 
feeding and pastures. 


The afternoon program will in- 


clude lamb pool progress in 1955, 
proper wool harvesting and the 
value of a good purebred ram in 
fat .lamb production. The high- 
light of the afternoon program will 
be a talk on "The Sheep Industry 
of the Future"" by Jerry Sotola, 
head of livestock bureau, Armour 
and Company.

candling .looks at the inside of 
the egg while graded eggs are 
usually candled and then sorted 
by »i»e.

if »he Is not satisfied.

Easum seems to have the stand- 


ard profesorial resignation to a 
soft life and social security in the 
declining years. He has spent 
years in Germany, pre-war and 
poit-war. and he has never had to 
contend with the minds of his sub- 
jects on equal terms. In the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin his pupils 
were immature and unequipped to 
argue, even inwardly. In Ger- 
many, he is, in his field, the voice 
of authority on the "culture" of 
the American people, even when 
admittedly he conceals essential 
information hich might discredit 
his own teaching. 


There are now few cars in the 


Berlin traffic bearing American 
plates, and the colony of wives, 
children and other dependents of 
our military and civilian adminis- 
trations has thinned out. In short, 
the gravy train has almost passed 
the given point. However, it has 
now slowed to a standstill and the 
cabose may stay here until the 
aext war or some euphemious 
equivalent intervenes. 


The stuff in the shop windows 


is excellent except shoes which, 
as in most of Europe, are clumsy 
and built for mileage rather than 
style. The well-dressed European 
male wears a good-looking suit 
and hat but he may also walk in 
brutal brown shoes tending toward 
easter-«gg red, with heavy-soles, 
possibly of crepe-rubber. 


There is plenty of gasoline. It Is 


very expensive by our standards 
but it goes farther because Euro- 
pean motors have been engineer- 
ed to stretch it. They have four 
cylinders and are smaller other- 
wise, but nimble and swift. Little 
June-bugs made largely of plastic 
and resembling- the bubble of our 
new helicopters go like a bat out 
of hell, whatever that is. On the 
level all German cars go faster 
than most of us would want to and 
our laws allow, but they are weak 
up-hill although some have as 
many as six speeds. 


There are two showroms of the 


German Ford on Kuriurstendam, 
the Broadway, as you might say, 
of Berlin, although that compari- 
son is grossly unfair to Kurfur- 
stendam except only in the matter 
of ireon brightness. This German 
parade street was blasted almost 
to total obliteration. Today, how- 
ever, it makes Broadway, with the 
neons off in the cold light of day 
look dirty, sordid and vicious as, 
in fact it is, although Professor 
Easum might be slow to tell the 
Germans so. The German theatre 
is different, but in some ways, 
better than ours. It is only fair to 
report that it is partly subsidized 
and. in the long run. by our mon- 
ey. It is only fair to report furth- 
er, however, that the culture-bund 
in our beloved homeland have 
been whining and conniving ever 
since 1933 for subsidies and have 
wangled them concealed in mis- 
cellaneous budgets. 


The big show on Kurfustendam 


is "Das Verslbcpe 7. Jahr" with a 
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20-foot cut-out of Marilyn Monroe 
standing on that sidewalk grating 
on "Lexington Ave., with her skirti 
billowing and her pornographic 
pants disclosed. Tom. Ewell, who 
earned the load for this drama 
on the stage in New York and 
worked in the movie, also, gets 
second billing. 


There are a dozen restaurants 


in this immediate neighborhood 
th« like or equal of which I have 
never seen anywhere. Two are 
outlets of breweries sen-ing enor- 
mous masses of customers from 
early morning until far into the 
night. A good meal with sausage, 
kraut, boiled potatoes and beer is 
about 90 cents with a tip. The only 
restaurant that I know of in the 
United States where roast goose 
may be had is an old German 
house in Chicago called the Red, 
Star, but the last four or .five 
times I have been there they were 
out of roast goose. 


These restaurants and many in 


West Germany serve roast goose, 
in season, which is fall, and for 
weeks have been selling pheasant 
and partridge and venison, all ra- 
rities with us, probably with im- 
plications of criminal violation of 
the fish and game laws. The Ger- 
mans replant their gam« and 
maintain the abundance. The Ber- 
lin supply of course is freighted 
in from the West because there 
are neihter birds nor deer in, the 
city streets of the Allied sectors. 


By our standards these delica- 


cies are cheap. Five dollars Is a 
big price for a full meal with wine 
which would cost $25 if it could 
be had at all anywhere In the 
U.S.A. The glamor plants sell 
hods of Russian and Iranian cav- 
iar at $2 a taste. It Is not very 
good and only suckers buy it.

LONDON (* — The influential 


London Times thundered a warn- 
ing today that a marriage between 
Princess Margaret and P e t e r 
Townsend "would cause acute di- 
vision among loyal subjects every- 
where." 


The Times counseled the prin- 


cess to remember that "happiness 
in a full sense is a spiritual state 
and its most precious element may 
be the sense of duty done." 


The powerful publication thus 


entered for the first time the 
stormy public debate over the ro- 
mance between Princess Margaret 
and the divorced Royal Air Force 
hero. 


Policy Watched 


The editorial policy of the Times 


is kept under close scrutiny by a 
board of trustees which includes 
the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, 


ranking prelate of the Church of 
England. The church hierarchy 
strongly opposes remarriage of di- 
vorced persons. 


Another ex-officio Times trustee 


is the lord chancellor—at present 
Viscount Kilmuir—the highest law 
officer of the British government.

Wholesale Food 
Index Recedes 


NEW YORK (J) — The Dun k 


Bradstreet wholesale food price 
index dropped this week to its 
lowest level since the start of th« 
Korean War. 


At $6.05, the Dun & Bradstreet 


yardstick of wholesale food costs 
was down 9.8 per cent from a 
year ago and the 'lowest since 
June 27, 1950. 


The index represents the total 


cost at wholesale of 'one pound 
each of 31 basic food items. Last 
week it stood at $6.08 and a year 
ago at $6.71. It was $6.04 at the 
outbreak of the Korean fighting 
nearly SYi years ago.

WASHINGTON S) — The Air 


Force, busy for seven years trying 
to scotch legends about flying 
saucers, wants the public to know 
those weird looking aircraft which 
folks will see soon won't really 
be saucers. 


They just look and act something 


like 'em.

annual report on the flying saucer 
situation, saying again it has found 
no evidence of flying saucers. 


But this time it attached to the

Watch For.Them

veil lets others worry abjput inter- 
national discord.

He is afraid we are rearing a 
eneration"of young piano players 


who won't know middle C from 
ho sound of chipmunks scamper- 
ing across a tin roof. 


Rockwell, a professional muii- 


cian for 35 years, sas tuned more 
than 8,000 pianos hims«lf. Fearing 
piano tuning was becoming a dy- 
ing craft, he started a achool to 
teach this skill 10 years ago. It is 
one of fewer than a dozen piano 
tuning i schools in the country. 


"A piano i« the most expensive 


piece of furniture in mo«t homes," 
he pointed out. "If something goe« 
wrong with the television »et, a 
repair man is called immediately. 
But if the piano is a little out of 
tune—oh, well, it's 
not worth 


bothering about." 


Perpetual Lather 


This chronic apathy keeps Rock- 


well in a perpetual lather. He is 
lanuched on a one-man crusade to 
create a world in which all pianos 
are not only tuned properly—but 
kept tuned. He even writes letters 
to the editor on the subject. 


Rockwell first became interest- 


ed in" piano tuning—or, rather, the 
lack of it—while playing reed in- 
struments with a traveling band 
at the age of 17. On theater cir- 
cuits he ran into every type piano 
imaginable, most of them out of 
tune. 


"When the band 
complained," 


he said, "the story was always 
the same: 
There was only one 


tuner in town, and he couldn't be 
found. The pianos went untuned 
year after year. They are prob- 
ably still out of tune." 


Rockwell said the situation was 


even worse in the average home. 
Parents start a child on piano les- 
sons and the child gets ail •team- 
ed up after a few sessions on his 
teacher's piano. But when he goes 
home to practice on his own old 
out-of-tune instrument he can't get 
the same results, and loses inter- 
est. He quits taking lessons. 


"This happens over and over," 


insisted Rockwell. "Parents think 
any old piano is good enough for 
a. child to start on. They say that 
after they're sure the child is real- 
ly interested in playing, they'll 
get a better piano or .have the old 
one brought up to pitch. By then 
it may be too late. The child's 
musical ear may be completely 
ruined." 


But Rockwell doesn't go along 


at all with many music store 
merchants who say half th« na- 
tion's pianos are outworn and 
should be junked and replaced by 
new on«s. He loves pianoi as oth- 
er people love children and has 


(put hundreds of aged and neglec- 
ted instruments back into playing 
condition. 


"If the/frame and plate are in 


good shape and the piano is all 
right mechanically, there's no pi- 
ano that can't be tuned," he said. 
"For $25 or $30 an old piano can 
be turned into an instrument quite 
satisfactory for a child just start- 
ing to play. The families that own 
*uch pianos can afford to have 


them tun«J, but they can't afford 
to buy^ncw ones." 
' Students come from all over the 
country to attend Rockwell's school 
in this small mountain town. The 
course, based on a technical sys- 
tem developed by Oliver Faust, a 
Gernian 
musician., 
takes 
six 


months. Rockwell has turned out 
some 300 graduates, but sees no 
end to the present shortage of 
competent trained piano tuners. 


He isn't happy about the situa- 


tion, and won't be so long as he 
thinks even one child is learning; 
to play on an out-of-tune piano. 


"Only tone-deaf musicians can 


play tone - dead instruments," be 
said gloomily.

Road Bonds; 
Suit Pending 


CHICAGO (*>— The State of Illi- 


ne»i« has »old 415 million dollars in 
bond* to finance toll highway con- 
struction which officials hope to 
start next spring. 


But the foil road program stifl 


has s, legal hurdle tc/clear before 
the money is available. 


Th« Illinois Toll Highway Com- 


mission and Gov. Stratton Tues- 
day signed a contract with a syn- 
dicat« at 665 underwriters, who-of- 
fered to buy the bonds at 90 per 
cent of par. The bonds, bearing 
3% per cent interest, are for 40 


years And are to to« retired with 
•evenue from the toll roads. 


Suit Tending 


A suit pending in Circuit Court 


must be disposed o£ before the 
state can deliver the bonds or cash 
ts check from the underwriting 
syndicate, which in turn will sell 
the bonds to individual investors. 


The suit, filed Monday by Ed- 


ward R. Humrich, Wadsworth, 111., 
architect, charges that the Toll 
Highway Commission is violating 
the law by issuing bonds for more 
than one turnpike at one time. 


Despite this suit, Gov. Stratton 


sa'id upon signing the necessary 
papers in the bonfl sale: 


"I now expect the commission 


and the engineers to go ahead full 
speed and start construction work 
early next spring. 


"I am. very pleased. This is a 


long step forward in serving the 
traffic-needs- of Chicago and the 
metropolitan area. It will also con- 
tribute, .greatly to employment and 


continued prosperity." 
, 


The bond proceeds are to be 


used for 193.3 miles of highway 
which makes up the first phase of 
an overall toll road program of 
321.4 miles. 


First Phase 


The first phase includes the 80.2- 


mile Tri-State Route from the 
Kingery Expressway near the In- 
diana line to the Wisconsin border; 
the 88.4-mile North Illinois Route 
from Chicago to near Beloit, Wis., 
and 24.7 miles of the 152.8-mile 
East-West Route from the end o£ 
the Cook County Expressway in 
Chicago west of Aurora and south 
to Rock 'Island. 
. . 


The other 128.1 miles of the East- 


West Route are, the second phase 
of the overall toll road program 


The investment house syndicate 
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buying the bonds from the state is 
headed by Glore Forgan & Co. and 
Halsey Stuart & Co. James Jamie-, 
son of Glore Forgan met with Toll 
Highway Commission officials to 
make the offer and work-out the 
sale. 


Details of the sale were approved 


by Atty. Gen. Latham Castle.

Sen. Russell Will Ask 
Probe of Pentagon Trips 


By JACK BELL 


WASHINGTON (.B— Sen. Russell j 


(D-Ga) said today the Senate will 
be asked to consider limiting the 
use of military planes by Penta- 
gon officials as an outgrowth of 
tire furor over transporting three 
senators horn* from Europe. 


Russell, who heads the Senate 


Armed Services Committee and is 
a senior member of the Appropri-, 
ations Committee, criticized in an 
interview what he said "looks like 
a deliberate effort to shoot at the 
-"Senate." 


He said he found "no excuse" 


for the Defense Department's orig- 
inal statement that it was sending 
two passenger planes to Europe, 
at an estimated 520,000 round-trip 
cost, to bring home Senators Mc- 
CleUan (-Ark), Stennis (D-Miss) 
uid Chavez i(D-NM). 


The Defense Department said 


last Thursday, In response to ques- 
tions, that it was specially dis- 
patching the planes because it had 
no regularly 
scheduled flights 


which could fetch the senators on 
the dates they wanted to return. 
It said the department must by 
laxv provide transport In this case 
where the three 'Appropriations 
subcommittee members were trav- 
eling on committee business. 


Deny Request 


All three senators denied re- 


questing a special flight, how- 
"ever,, and an indignant McClellan 
"and Stennis returned Monday on 
--R regular Military Air' Trasport 
Service (MATS) flight Monday in- 
•tead of the plane sent for them. 


Then the Pentagon issued a pub- 


lic apology to McClellan and Sten- 
nis, extended Tuesday to Chavez. 
It said the senators neither knew 
about nor asked for the special 
flight, and that its plans for the 
special trip for Chavez had been 
canceled. 


: Russell said: 
"I think it is about time Con- 


gress was putting a. limitation on 
the use of planes "by those direct- 
"tag affairs in the Defense Depart- 
ment. They have got 35 fellows 
down there, most of whom could- 
n't be elected to anything:, who 
can order up a plane and fly any- 
where in the world they want to 
E°-"There aren't any news stories 
about how much these trips cost 


here and was told "they'd look 
into it.".He said it has been his 
practice to pay for his wife's 
transportation when she accompa- 
nies him on trips where the gov- 
ernment pays his own'expenses." 


(•the taxpayer. I think we should 
consider limiting- their use of these 
planes and publicizing every trip 
they make overseas and how much 
it cost." 


Rssell said the matter is cer- 


tain to be laid before the Appro- 
priations Committee. 


The Georgia senator himself has 


just. completed an inspection of 
Air Force bases in Spain and 
England an a tour of Russia. 


Russell said his transportation 


expenses would be paid by . the 
government as the official repre- 
sentative of the Armed Services 
Committee.
